Wireless to Tum New YorK Times,, 
TOKIO, June 7.—Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, now reliably reported to be 
still alive but upon his deathbed at 
Mukden, has ceased to be a factor 
in Chinese affairs, according to the 
view prevailing here today. The 
elimination of the former Dictator of 


- | the North has started a widening cir- 


cle of complications which are’ caus- 
ing the Japanese Government serious 
anxiety. 

Hopes for.a-satisfactory ending of 


| the” present “phase of the Chinese 


civil war, which were so strong on 
Saturday, are not extinct and have 
still’ a. prospect of being realized, but 


| the’ ‘Mukden’ bombers of Chang’s 


train badly disorganized them. 

Tientsin is now in worse danger 
than Peking owing to typiclly Chi- 
nese-developments which might have 
occurred anyhow, but which Chang’s 
elimination has let. loose. 

The defeated Northern troops, in- 
cluding Mukdenites, who should have 
been retiring, are still around Tient- 
sin to the number of 80,000 and 
the Nationalist General, Feng Yu- 
hsiang, is approaching the city, evi- 
dently’ with the intention of seizing 
it in preference to Peking, which he 


would control the while he held 
Tientsin. 


Northern Chiefs Seek Bribe to Quit. 


The Northern Generals’ talk of a 
last stand in reality covers a demand 
for a payment from the city or from 


their withdrawal.. They. will doubt- 
less be bought off, but meantime the 
proximity of large hostile forces to 
the rich city causes the inhabitants 
justifiable alarm. 

The Japanese are confident that 
the the foreign garrisons can take 
care of the settlements, though the 
Chinese city and suburbs may suf- 


fer; but they have arranged to evac- 
uate their nationals if necessary.

THE GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 

Governor SMITH’s annual “ Report 
“to the People of the State on Its 

“Financial Condition” has. become 
an institution. His friends; seeking | 
his leadership in a larger-field, will 
be glad to have the record brought 
up to date at this time. His critics 
will be quick to scan it for evidences 
of that extravagance with which 
they have so freely charged him. He 
has chosen to meet them on famil- 
iar ground. To ALFRED SMITH the 
finances of New York State have 
ever been an open book. In the tech- 
nique of interpreting complicated 
figures so that he who runs may not 
only read ‘but understand, the Gov- 
ernor is an acknowledged master. 

The nub of the document is the 
balance sheet.. Eyen though good 
fortune may have joined hands with 
husbandry, the result is no less re- 
markable. In, his. annual budget 
message of last January, the Gover- 
nor anticipated that by July 1 
the State’s revenues, including ‘the 
full proceeds: of the direct: tax, 
would amount to $245,000,000....It 
now appears that in spite of the 50 
per cent. cut in that tax agreed 
upon between the Governor and 
the Legislature the total revenues 
will be $246,100,000. And now that 
the battle smoke of the legisla- 
tive session has cleared’ away, the. 
estimated surplus, a year hence, 
stands revealed at $13,500,000. Pity 
the hardworking politicians of the. 
opposition who must’ somehow dem- 
onstrate the wickedness of a pro- 
gram which combines expansion of 
Government activities with a. sub- 
stantial tax reduction and the prom- 
ise of a handsome surplus! 

They may still orate about extrav- 
agance, but the Governor has made 
it grievously difficult for them: here- 
after to document their speeches:‘on 
that subject. It appears from. his: 
statement there will be a total in- 
crease in operating -costs next year’ 
of $16,938,996; as compared with the’ 
expenditures “of the current fiscal 
year. The Governor takes up in de- 
tail the items which make up this 
increase‘ and .shows.the compelling’ 
necessity for each one of them. In 
effect he Bays. to his critics: “ You 
“think that is too much? ‘Well 
“then, gentlemen;.just what -items 
“would you eliminate? . The Jories 
“Beach Boulevard? Adequate pay 
“for school ‘teachers? Doctors and 
“ nurses ‘inthe’ hospitals for the in- 
“sane? The salary increase voted 
to members of the Legislature?” 

If the Governor’s report is a mas- 
terly exposition of State finance, it 
is no less a consummate defense of 
his own record at Albany. Heré in 
the expenditures of the Executive 
Department, for’ ‘example, is a de- 
crease of $73,585 “brought about by 
“the natural saving that occurs 
“ from the consolidation into one de- 

“ partment,of.a number of scattered 

“ agencies of ‘the Government.” - De-. 
creases in the Department of Taxa- 
tion ahd Finance reflect similar 
economies.” Increases elsewhere are 
comparatively small and are plainly 
inevitable if the Government is to 
keep pace’ with the gtowth of ‘the 
State. - 
; Critics of such a .record—the Re-

NURSES IN CONVENTION. 

Appéaring _ simultaneously._. with 
the convention .of trained nurses at 
Louisville is‘ the fortieth anniver- 
sary number of their, magazine, 
The Trained Nurse and. Hospital Re- 
view. It gives accounts of the many 
activities of the three nursing asso- 
ciations.and takes up some of the 
problems which are quite as inter- 
esting to the ‘public as to the nurse. 


‘Public ‘health nursing; private duty 


nursing, legislation, the development 
of male nursing, and education for 
colored nurses are important to 
every one. who, is ever in need of 
help in, illness or accident... In the 
estimation.of the American Nurses’ 
Association; the. item of outstand- 
ing: interest is the report: of the 
committee on the grading of nursing 
schools. A complete change in the 
methods of providing education and 
placement. of nurses is proposed. 

A paradox in the relation of the 
private duty nurse to the commu- 
nity is pointed. out. Her average 
income is said to be $1,311 a year. 
The fact that she is paid by the 
day, and that there are many days 
of idleness, accounts for this small 
wage. Seven or eight dollars a day 
is too much for many people to pay, 
and this group goes without. the 
nursing attention it needs because 
of a reluctance to call the visiting 
nurse. It. is part of the new pro- 
gram to’ organize service on the 
basis of the patient’s needs rather 
than the twelve-hour day. Experi- 
ments already tried along this line 
will. be carefully studied. 

Increasing salaries has long been 
thought the only way to improve 
nursing service. ‘The committee is 
definitely . opposed to this as a 
short-sighted plan. It sees nursing 
as a public responsibility, to be so 
regarded from the beginning. The 
cost of nursing. education should 
be borne by the community. Like 
medicine . and the law, nursing 
should be taught in college. . Many 
graduate nurses say that hospitals 
should not depend on student help, 
especially when the nursing school 
is only an;excuse to supply the 
hospital with the necessary labor at 
a low cost. These are matters in 
which the public has a vital inter- 
est. There should be recognition 
of the long years of faithful service, 
and also thought for the future, of 
@ worthy and now indispensable

HYDE PARK AND. LIBERTY. 


Hyde Park is not a safe place for 


eminent persons to venture into after 
dark, as has been shown publicly a 
number of times. Forgetting this, 
Sir LEo CHI0zZA MONEY took a walk 
with a lady on-SHAKESPEARE’S: birth- 
day. They were. arrested, for. “im- 
proper conduct.” This was mere po- 
lice‘court business, insignificant save 
for the consanguinity of one of the 
defendants. ‘The police, notably the 
Chief Inspector, are accused by the 
defense of having indulged on May 
15 in what it. would be mild to call 
improper conduct. The account of 
it, read in the House of Commons 
by “Tom” JOHNSTON, Labor mem- 
ber for: Dundee, raised a ruction that 
spread from the Commons all over 
England. 

According to the lady, she was 
taken abruptly by the police from 
her . office to Scotland Yard, too 
frightened, as she has since testi- 
fied, to stand on her rights. The 
solicitor who had acted for her. in 
the Hyde Park case was not noti- 
fied. She was questioned by the 
Chief Inspector for five hours, after 
a woman. chaperon -Had been sent 
away, with the object. of dragging 
from her admissions injurious ‘to 
herself and Sir LEO and that would 
whitewash the detectives in the Hyde 
Park, “ incident.” Moreover, as she 


has since sworn, various indelicate | 


questions were asked of her. Mr.

They 
used to think they had a full meas- 
ure of it. .They are constantly find- 
ing that the little gods of the de- 
partments are interfering with it, 
sometimes at their own arbitrary 
will, sometimes by means of obscure 
legislation.

‘Recently ‘to - those who have 
sought to return, to peaceful life 
after being in arms against the Nica- 
raguan vernment, that Govern- 
ment has offered ample and uncon- 
ditional amnesty in the name of 
peace, and in order to prevent fur- 
ther bloodshed. 

**The American command and its 
officers, seeking only pacification of 
the country, have given those who 
have laid down their arms: full and 
complete protection in the’ exercise 
of all their rights as citizens of Nica- 
ragua.’’ 

Amnesty to Those Reathig No Arms.

us, be we labeled! wet or:dry, really 
face the issue with a high order of 
sanity and ‘balance.

ical: and cowardice:- The 
question* seems destined to continue 
in almost hopeless confusion ‘because 
its moral —— obscure political 
realities. because it involves a 
moralquestion which ought not to 
be in itics at all, none of us seems 
able’ to think clearly about it or to 
strive ‘for Plato’s' golden mean which 
might achieve that harmony and bal- 
ance of expediencies which the sit- 
uation demands 

“The political. question involved is 
in Teality simple. It ‘is in, no sense 
a question of. ‘wet’ or ‘dry,’ of want- 
ing to drink or os ‘wan ng to. The 
question :.is whether in such a diver- 
sified land as ours, with the diversi- 
fied character and wants and tradi- 
tions of its diversified people, whether 
in such a Jand we can have a nation- 
wide restriction on personal conduct 
which encounters nothing but popu- 
lar disapproval and resistance in 
some parts of the country, however 
much it ‘may be desired in others. 


Favors Form of Local Option. 


“My own view is well known. It 
is that those communities which 
want prohibitory legislation of this 
kind are entitled to have it, but

Each received his diploma of grad-. 
uation fromthe hand of Secretary of 
the ‘Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, who ad- 
dressed the Glass. 

The services‘were opened. by.an in- 
vocation. by Chaplain... Sydney~ K. 
Evans. Vice Admiral Louis-M. Nul- 
ton, Supetintendent of the academy, 
spoke briefly. epemiral Nuiton, said 
in part: 

“The first purpose of the — 
is to develop: officers. and gentlemen 
and léadérs of men. In order to ‘pos- 
sess thesé qualifications you must 
be tru¢ and honest /to ‘yourself, and 
true and honest to’ your’ 
and fellow man;-including-those -un- 
der whom you serve and those who 
serve under you. 

“Let no act of) yours cause our 
countrymen to impair that ‘confi- 
dence which they ve so long re- 
posed im the honor and in the valor 
and in the integrity ¢ the officers 
and men of our navy.’ 

Wilbur Stresses Modernized Ships. 

In his address to the’ graduating 
midshipmen, Secretary Wilbur said 
in part: 

“During the period that you have 
‘been pursuing your studies at the 
Naval Academy.it has been —— 

the; position of Secre- 
ane be the Navy: * * *.- During this 
four-year pert Congress has--re- 
sponded to the needs of the Navy as 
presented to it by the President, 
through hisbudget,,to the extent of 
over a billion ‘and.a.quarter dollars. 
This money has been spent on the 
manifold activities of the navy, and 
thus a part of it for the. education 
of the Class of 1928. 

“During ‘this period one. of. the 
most important problems considered 
by the Navy Department and by 
Congress ‘has been that of the mod- 
ernization: of our capital ships. Of 
the eighteen. capital. ships retained 
by us under the Washington Treaty 
for the Limitation ‘of Naval Arma- 
ment, it was necessary that thirteen 
be altered to meet the new menace 
from the ‘air. 

“Six of these capital ships have al- 
ready been modernized by being con- 
verted to oil’ burners; by increasing 
the thickness of protective decks 
and by the addition of a, hull called 
a blister. Two others are now in 
process of modernization and it is 
anticipated that Congress will au- 
thorize the. modernization of the 
other five. 


Cites Change in Policy. 

‘The: médernization of these ships 
is more significatit’ than would: at 
first appear. It involves an expendi- 
ture of over sixty millions of dollars, 
or the cost of ‘at least thirteen bat- 
tleships..of..the Oregon -type, and is

in an address here today at the com- 
mencement, exercises of Bryn Mawr 
College. 

Mr. Young, who. is.-Chairman of 
the. Board of the General Electric 
Company and collaborated’ in prepar+ 
ing the Dawes _ reparations plan, 
stated that the main after-effect of 
the war now was the great debts 
which remained in political, hands, 
thus menacing the economic restora- 
tion of the nations. 

Mr. Young, whose subject was 
“Ten Years After—What Is Ahead?” 
continued: 
“In Europe’ these debts are con- 
sidered, merely . political..debts and 
not: a matter of actual material 
credit. People abroad do not. look 
upon them in the same light as 
Americans. 


Against Cancellation. 


“I venture to predict that, unless 
these debts are discharged they will 
be a source of greater trouble to- 
morrow. I do not, however, advocate 
the cancellation of Europe’s debt to 
America. What I hove is that we 
shall be able to sell to private inves- 
tors the obligations of debtor: coun- 


tries,. so that itical treasuries will 
* discharged from inter-country 


“Relationships throughout the world 
in the future will be largely influ- 
enced what America does at this 
time. e situation is becoming 
more.serious.as.more.and more na- 
tions move toward business, because 
when business is bad for a Govern- 
ment look out for trouble. 
“As a result of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles political boundaries have been 
— rather than enlarged. The 
tendency of politics is to develop. —* 
ts-of smaller area just at the 
—— is requiring larger ones. 
‘The —— of every coun is 
tending rd a greater nationalism 
ust at the time when economic .ac- 
ivities are operating in and becom- 
ing dependent upon international 
markets. 


Governments in Business. 


‘Here is a problem with which you 
must deal in your time. It. becomes 
more serious as the political agencies 
of the world: show a desire to become 
en aged in business. 

‘Russia proposes that all business 
be done by political agencies. . Italy 
is moving toward an economic clas- 
sification of her people as a. basis 
of representation in. government. 
Even England has experimented with 
the control of a raw material like 
rubber. Srazil deals with her coffee. 
The. United States has already en- 
gaged in shipping’ and is seriously 
discussing the centralization and at 
least partial control of her agricul- 
tural exports. 

“T am not condemning these activ- 
ities. I.am only calling your atten- 
tion to them because politics cannot 
enter into business: operations and 
enjoy at the same time an isolated 
and international market,”’ 

r. Young expressed the hope that 
we. will keep our governments out 
of business and that international 
cooperation in the -political field be 
left to follow economics rather than 
to: lead.”’

had been touched since September, 
1921. On the Stock Exchange, con- 
flicting movements prevailed at in- 
tervals, but the general drift: of 
values was again downward. ‘The 
bond market was distinctly weak. 

As is usual on Thursday, the news 
which the market had awaited with 
larger interest was not made public 
until after the market’s close, when 
the weekly report of the Federal Re⸗ 
serve was, given out. It was not a 
favorable report.. Brokers’ loans in- 
creased $93,774,000 for the week; 
that need not have been wholly unex- 
pected, since the period covered the 
month-end payments. But the state- 
ment of the Reserve banks them- 
selves added emphasis to the accumu- 
lating evidence of a credit market 
strained by the Wall Street specula- 
tion. The system’s rediscounts for 
member banks increased $38,207,000; 
a smaller addition than that of the 
week before, but comparing with 
what was called a ‘‘seasonable de- 
crease of $97,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding week last year and of 
$76,000,000 in 1926, 

The present total, $981,998,000, ex- 
ceeds by more than $440,000,000 the 
showing at this date in any of the 
past six years except 1923, and is 
$243,000,000 larger than the redis- 
count total which alarmed the mar- 
kets on that occasion. At the New 
York Reserve Bank alone, redis- 
counts are now more than three 
times as large as they were in this 
week of any year since 1921, Coinci- 
dentally, the New York bank's ratio 
of reserve declined during the week 
to the lowest percentage reached at 
any time (except in .the year-end 
“settlement week’’) since 1920. It is 
not a pleasant task to make these 
comparisons. But speculative Wall 
Street has been living in so complete 
a fool’s paradise regarding the credit 
situation which it has created that 
the first duty of any. intelligent ob- 
server is to emphasize the truth. 
The day’s stock market moved with 
a considerable measure of irregular- 
ity; in General Motors, Radio, and 
the airplane ‘shares there was a con- 
centrated effort to bid prices up 
again, which resulted in temporary 
gains of 3 to 9 points. But elsewhere 
the dowvnward trend of values con- 
tinued. The day’s . losses’ varied 
widely. In most stocks they were 
not severe, but declines of. 4 to 9 
points ‘occurred in stocks which had 
figured in the recent speculation and 
which were not aggressively sup- 
ported yesterday. 

. Evidently because of arrival of the 
first large gold consignment from 
New York, yesterday’s Bank of 
England report showed gain for the 
week of £1,177,000 in that institu- 
tion’s gold reserve. Its present hold- 
ings exceed all records in its history, 
overtopping even the £164,500,000 to 
which they rose in the Summer of 
1925.. Since $15,000,000 more of our 
gold is on the way to London, the 
Bank of England’s holdings will pre 
sumably exceed £167,000,000 nem 
week, Before the war, the largem 
stock of gold ever reported by the 
Bank was £43,634,000, in January, 
1914. But its deposit liabilities are 
today £58,000,000 greater than at that 
pre-war date and its outstanding note 
circulation £74,000,000 larger, irre- 
spective of the £2938,000,000 ‘‘currency 
notes”? which the Bank is presently 
to take over.

May Reverse Gold Movement. 


The question began to be raised in 
Wall Street yesterday whether the 
present high money rates in New 
York may not cause a reversal of the 
export movement of gold which has 
been a feature of the financial sit- 
uation since the first of the year.
